The cyuilelawe, is moche 
to be commended, that the maſter 
mape calle hym apene to bondage 
t ſeruitude, whome he hath made 
free, if at any tyme after his fre- 
dome, he ſhewe him ſelfe vnkynd. 
The Macedones and Atheniens 
alſo, had an action, a comune plee 
in the lawe, ayenſte ſuche as were 
but in trifles blotted with vnkind 
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nes, as ayenſte men, that in dede 
are enmies to al them, which haue 
nede of other mennes helpe, One 
vnkynde perſone, ts oftentymes 
the caule, that men haue no wylle 
to do good, where they may feare 
the lyke. And ik it be trewe, that 
Gratitude, whiche is a perpetuall 
memoꝛpe of benefyttes receyued, 
and alloo a deſypꝛe to recompenſe 
them, be as a mother of manp ver 
tues, Fozaſmoche as there com- 
meth from her, loue and feare of 
god, loue and feare of our pance, 
loue towarde our countrepe, loue 
to warde our parentes frendſhyp 
betwene man and man, venerati⸗ 
on of thoſe that bꝛynge vs vp, and 
do eythernouriſſhe our bodies, o2 
inſtructe oure myndes, we muſte 
nedes gather it to be true, that Ci⸗ 


cero ro wiptethe to his frende Attt- 
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cus, Ingratis uitia ineſſe omnia,that is, 
All vyces to be in theym, that are | 
vnkynde. This vyce is moch bet⸗ 
ter named in our tounge, than it 
is, as me tyynketh in any other. 
Unkyndneſſe, is a fytte name foꝛ 
ſo vnnaturall a vice:they that fal 
into it, go from the kynde of men, 
they lole that ſtate and name that 
nature put them in, and are tour⸗ 
ned into cruell x vnnaturall bea⸗ 
ſtes. Nowe if vnkyndnes be ſuch | 
a vice, in whathatred of all men, 
oughte traytours to be, and tray- 
tours to they2 pꝛynce, and ſuche 
their pꝛiuce, o whom they had re⸗ 
cepued lo innumerable benefites, 
and whiche, ſoo many wayes had 
declared his ſyngular fauour and 
loue to warde them⸗ | 
¶ Foꝛ to come at the laſte, to the 
archetraytour, and to ſpeake ſome | 
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whome he ou ght with all harte to 


wel ſpente, ſo that his highneſſe 
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: what of hym, whom god hateth,

. bethy frendes, and who thy foes, 
beinge thy ſelfeof all men mooſe 
ennemye to thy ſelfe. Thou ſuf- 
fredſt thy ſelf co be called the king 
of Englandes nephewe, this title 
beinge fals, wzoughte moche, and 
made manpe in loue with the foz 
thy nobylities ſake, Ind yet thou 
gotteſt not lo many that wape, as 
thou dyddeſt by treaſon, it pleaſed 
the kynge of his goodnes to gyue 
the, belyde thyne owne reuenues, 
pverelp an hundzeth pounde out of 
His cofers . It is a wonderfulle 
i B iti thyng 
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thynge,to ſee the diuerſitie ol na- 
ture, howe grate and kynde ſome 
be, and howe bnnaturall and vn- 
kynd ſome other be. Many thinke 
them ſelfe to owe lyfe, and all the 
reſte to hym that doth but a mean 
good tourne foꝛ their krende, and 
canſt nat thou, receiuynge ſo mas 
ny, lo great benefites, thy family, 
thy mother, thy bxethern, ſo many 
wapes bounde to his hygheneſle, 

auoyde treaſon? Thou haſt redde 
manye notable hyſtozyes , that 
might haue kepte thy cankred na- 
ture, at the leſte frome treaſone,yf 
they coulde a wꝛought no farther 
in the. Howe many ſlaues doo we 
rede of, that haue lyued with theiv 
maiſters in great ſeruitude & mt- 
ferte, whyche yet ſoo loued theis 
maiſters that they choſe eyther to 
dye foz thepm, ozels to dye with 
them.

Philotimus a ſleruaunt and a 
ſlaue, a lyttelle befoze his mayſter 
dyed, was made heyre of all that 
he left. Marke his true ſtomake, 
thou muſte nedes condemne thyn 
vnfaythfull falle and trapterous 
harte. whan the deed cozps was 
caſte into the fyꝛe he remembꝛyng 
what a trewe ſeruaunt oweth to a 
good mayſter, fozgate, not onely 
the goodes that were bequeathed 
hum, but alſo contempnynge his 
bovbne lpke, lept into the fyꝛe, thyn⸗ 
kynge trewe ſeruyce not to ende 
where lyfe remaineth. Here as J 
doo not lyke this Philotimus to 
hote loue, oz to ſape as J oughte, 
his raſhe deathe, ſo J doubte nat, 
but there be in Englande manye 
ſeruantes, that wolde a thouſand 
tymes halarde theyr Iyfe , rather 
5 | B b than 
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than theyz maiſter ſhuld be in any 

ieoperdy of his, 
¶ Marcus Antonius beynge o- 
uercome of Auguſtus the empe- 
rour, delyuered bnto Eros his 
ſeruaunte a werde , tequypnge 
to be rydde, ere his enmyes ſhulde 
take hym. Eros toke the [werde, 
and quickely turnyng it thoughte 
it leſſe ſhame, yea, leſſe hurte, to 
kyl hym ſelfe, then to kyl his may- 
ſter. J coulde tarye and fyll myne 
ozation with luche examples, but 
neyther to the, Pole, it nedeth, noz 
to the ſuche a traptour, it boteth: 
thou haſt redde them as wel as J. 
pet thou knoweſt, that very dog- 
ges, vnto whome theyꝛ mayſter 
could neuer giue moze then meate 
and dꝛynke, haue oft died foz their 
maiſter, oft layne them thvt ſlewe 
_ J wyll bzynge in an rams 
ple 
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ple oz two, not that I thynke they 
can do the any good, but that they 
may ſette out thyne abhompnable 
vnkyndenes, to thy ſhame & con⸗ 
fuſyo. It is notable. that authozs 
wzyte of kynge Liſpmachus his 
dogge, whiche neuer left his lozde 
and mayſicr, but was in all hun- 
tynges, in all warres, in all ieo⸗ 
perdies at hand with hym. At the 
laſt whan he ſaw his maſter deed, 
and caſt into the fp:e, as the maner 
of burtall was than, the dogge a 
great whyle mournfully powling 
and lamentynge the deathe of his 
mapyſter, caſte hym ſelfe euen into 
the fyze allo, and there died by his 
mayſter. Pliny watteth, that Pies 
ro kynge of the Spꝛacuſans, had 
* adogge, which did euen the ſame. 
It is mozenotable , that wzyters 
leaue in memozie ok a Romapnes 


dogge, 
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dogge, whiche Romayne was put 
to deathe whan Titus Fabinus c 
his famylye were flayne. This 
dogge wolde away fromhis mai⸗ 
ſter, fo2 no ſtrypes, foz noo whyp⸗ 
pynge, but laye by the deed bodp, 
and ſtyl howled wonderful mour- 
- nyngely, many of the Romapnes 
ſtandyng about, # moche ineruat- 
lyng at the true faith a harte, that 
that ſoꝛye wourme bare vnto his 
mayſter. At the laſte, whan they 
thought the dogge hungry, one of 
the ſtanders by, gaue hym meate, 
whiche he ſtrayghte caryed to his 
maiſters mouth, and left it there. 
, Shottly after the body being hur⸗ 
led into the Ryuer of Tyber the 
dogge lept in after, and gate hold 
of his mayſter, kepynge hym a⸗ 
boue water as longe as he coulde, 
It the lawes hadde p2ouyded no 

LM peyn 
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peyne fo2 treaſon: were not theſe 
examples inough, to make menne 
teate ſuche traptoꝛs, as thou arte 
with they; teethe It men wolde 
ſpare the, wolde not dogges pur⸗ 
ſewe a beaſte thus ouerwhelmed 
with all kynde of treaſon? A beaſt. 
ſoo fals to his louerapgne lozde, 
and ſuche his ſoucrayn lozd:How 
be it, i thou be, as J ſurely thinke 
thou arte, he is moche moze thye 
frende, that wiſheth the deed than 
alyue. Treaſone can neuer lye a⸗ 
lone in a traytours harte it hathe 
ſuche a rablemente with it, that 
deathe is pleaſure, if it be compa- 
red with the gripes, the woundes, 
the toſſyng and turmoplynge, the 
heauyng and ſhouyng, that trai⸗ 
tours fele in their ſtomackes. As 
god helpe me, J can not thynke, 
but god euen of very purpoſe re- 

| ſerueth 
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ſerueth the alyue , oonely bycauſe 
thy Iyfe hath many mo tourmen- 
tes, moche moze ſhame in it, than 
any cruelle deathe can haue. God 
by thy Iyfe declareth what reſt,thy- 
trayterous ſoule ſhall haue, after 
the eternali ſhame of this wozlde, 
Fo: he that hathe to dwelle where 
thou art ſure to be excepte thou a⸗ 
mende, muſte be exercyſed with 
luch panges as thou art:and euer 
in his lyfe lerne what helle hathe, 
what intertapnemente they haue 
that take bp their lodgynge there.

What beaſt could 
vle ſuche langage to his mother, 
extepte he had vtterlye foꝛgotten 
the reuerence, that nature techeth 
all creatures toward their paren- 
tes : what peſtilent harte reigneth 
in hym, that hath ſuche a rancour 
to goddis woꝛde, ſuche a ſtomake 
ayenſte the trouthe · Thou, thou 
Keynolde art the very pole, from 
whenſe is poured all this poyſon, 
Thou haſte ſlaine thy bꝛother the 
Marques, and thyne other bzo- 
ther was at deathes dooze.

che better, they loſte they: heedes: 
he ſawe in what daunger he ſhuld 
leaue his ſouerayne loꝛde, whoſe 
benefittes beganne nowe to mu⸗ 
ſterbefoze him, and the vele ol ma 
tyce layde aſyde, to tourne his 
harte: he ſawe the damages, the 
daughters, that myght come to 
his countrey: he ſawe it not poſs 
ſible,thatgod ſhuld be any thinge 
good to hym, whiche ſhulde con 
teale the deſtruction of ſoo many. 


In 
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In ſo moche that nowehe, which 
wolde haue dyed, to ſaue his bꝛo⸗ 
therne and coulſyn, deſpzed lyfe,foz 
no cauſe ſo moche, as phe might 
bꝛynge theym to that they had de-: 
ſerued : and thervpon of his own 
mpnde, no man requirynge hym 
to it, no manne thynkynge ot any 
ſuche thynge, he delyzed to ſpeake 
with che lieutenant of the toure, 
aͤnd akter to ſpeake with ſome of 
the kinges pꝛiuie coiiſel;to whom 
whan they came, he as a man ſtyli 
lokpnge whan the wounde ſhulde 
haue ended his lyfe, diſcloſed all 
the hole treaſons. Thus the dy⸗ 
uels ſubtyl pꝛouiſion of the knife; 
ok his beinge aloone, of perſwa⸗ 
ding him to abuſe the knife to his 
diſtruction, vtterlye deceyued the 
dyuell, all his gynnes, al his craf- 
tis, now being turned apenſt hym 
„ E v ſelfe, 
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ſelfe, al the hurte that might haue 
come to his aduerſaries, god and 
thoſe that loue and leke his glozy, 
nowe redoundyng vpon his own 
hedde. Wyll ye haue a ſure token, 
that this is the wozke of god? Ye 
haue herde of the meſſage , which 
Reynold ſent to his bꝛethern, that 
is, Þ they in no wyſe ſhulde ſturre 
bntyll his cõmpng. Ye may know 
who was authozof ſo godly a mel 
ſage. voho but the deutl;authoz of 
all diſſention, all rebellion, all tre- 
ſon,could be either of coülell with 
hym, that ſent ſuche a meſſage, oz 
with theym that wolde kepe it ſe⸗ 
crete: It he were thautoz of it, thã 
coulde he nat be the vtterer of it 
alſo: his kingedome muſte nedes 
kalle, if. he fyght ayenſt hym ſelfe. 
God, god bꝛought it to lyghte, as 
one that hath taken neee 
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defendehis trewe and faythfulle 
miniſter, kynge Henry the eighte. 
God hath diſcloſed all, vſpnge ſu- 
che wapyes, that all menne mape 
knowe, it is onely he, that coulde 
do ſuche a thinge. A man wolde 
thynke it bnpolipble, that where 
no fo2ce,no violence, noo tormen- 
tos are vſed fleſſhe, bloudde, and 
nature, coulde ſuffre one bꝛother 
to bꝛynge the other to his deathe. 
Some woll ſay,helacked no toz- 
mentes,as lounge as he had treſon 
waltryng in his hart. I traitour, 
whether he be ſo taken oz nat, can 
lacke no ſcourgynge, whan he is 
moſte alone. He hath his whyppe 
in his boſome, and plapith the toz- 
mentour hym elke foꝛ la cke of an 
officer. wol not ſap, but Gefftey 
Pole, felt ſuche tozmentes, no, J 
mal nedes grat, he was DP 
1657071 OUP- 
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ſcourged, that thoughte it an eaſe 
to tydde hym ſelfe of it by deathe. 
They be of lpke no ſmall pepnes, 
that make the pacient glad to ſlee 
his body, and damne his ſoule foz 
the arrydance ol the. But pet as J 
ſayd, he had no outwarde tozmen⸗ 
tis, no racking no manicles, no he 
was put in kere ok none ok al thele 
peines, but enfozced by god, as J 
take it, and as he hym ſelfe ſayde 
at the barre it was, frankely vtte⸗ 
red, not onely ayenſte his bꝛother 
and couſyn, but apenſte ſuche, as 
whan they came to the batte, grã⸗ 
ted them ſelkis giltie, without any 
verdite of queſt. But of theſe laſt, 
J wyll nothing ſpeake, all be it J 
take them to be as woꝛthy eternal 
intamy as the fyzſt, but great men 
of byzth.bicauſe blode is diſteined 
by treſon,# their family tau 


en kr 
them, 
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them ar thoſe that ought to beſef 
fo:th in they2colours. Ft is I ſape 
again, a wonder to ſe, one bꝛother 
bzing an other ( moche loue being 
betwene them, and no cauſe of ha 
tred) to his death. It were a won⸗ 
der lurelp, it one had not taken the 
matter in hande, whiche can when 
him luſt, bothe vanquiſhe nature, 
and trede the deupll with his hole 
power vnder his fete. They two 
kepte thoſe treaſons vnder locke 
and key. God is and euer hath be 
lozde ot nature, conquerer of the 
deupl, and can compel both, when 
hym luſteth, to let fozth his glozy, 
But nowe, where we lee, whole 
goodnes it is, that treaſons are 
knowen, and traptours made a 

wape, lette vs not foꝛgette to giue 
hym thankes, that thus waketh, 
and in maner wapteth, to ſaue vs 
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harmeles. Js it poſſible,that ami 
not foꝛced, ſhoulde were vpon a 
boke, hym ſelfe to be a traytour, 
bym ſelfe of al men to be moſt woz 
thy deathe. Sy: Geffrey hath ofte 
taken this othe, So hath Croftes 
and Colyns alſo: the other, al the 
tyme of they; attraynement, ſtode 
ſtyffe, with caſtyng vp of eies and 
handes, as though thole thynges 
had ben neuer herd of befoze, that 
thenne were layde to their charge. 
The Marques, ot al the reſt ſtack 
hardeſt, and made as thoughe he 
had ben very clere in manp poyn; 


was very ſoꝛy ſo to do, nowe cha- 
laugyng the kynges pardon, now 
takynge benefytte of the acte, and 
when al wolde not ſerue, he begau 
to charge Geffrey Pole with fren⸗ 
ſpe; with foly,and madneſſe. It is 
7770 moche 


tes, pet in ſome he ſtaggered, and 
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moche to be noted, what anſwere 
Geffrep made to the Marques in 
this poynte. Some men, lapthe 
Geffrepe (as J here) laye to my 
charge, that I ſhulde be out ot mp 
wytte, and in a franſy. Trouth it 
is, I was out of mp wytte, and in 
a great kreneſp, whan J kelle with 
theym in conkerence to be a trap⸗ 
tour, diſobedient to god, falſe to 
my pꝛynce and ennemp to my na- 
tyue countreye. I was alſo out of 
my wytte, and ſtryken with a ſoꝛe 
kynde of madneſſe, whan J chole 
rather to kyl my ſelt, thã to charge 
the with luche tteſons as knew 


| wolde coſte them their lyues, yk J 


dyd vtter them. But our loꝛde be 
thankid, god wzought better with 
me, than I thoughte to haue dons 
with my felfe. He hathe ſaued mp 


nat 
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not ſo farre as J wolde haue had 
it gon: his goodneſſe it is, that J 
haue not ſlapne my ſelfe : his mer⸗ 
cye, that J was delyuered frome 
that frenſpe of kyllynge m ſelfe: 
his wozke, that J haue declared. 
my ſelt, my bzother, the marques, 
with the reſt, to be traitours. And 
where J thought, ſaid Geffrey, ra 
ther to haue put my ſowle in ha- 
ſarde,fo2 the ſauyng of theſe men, 
god I thanke hym,ſo wzought in 
me, and ſo chaunged my mpnde, 
that if J had had tenne bꝛothern, 
yea tenne ſonnes, J wolde rather 
bꝛynge them all to this perylle of 
deathe, than leaue my countrepe, 
my ſouerayn loꝛd, and myn owne 
ſoule in ſuche daunger, as they al 
thꝛe ſtode in, ik J had kepte theſe 
treaſons ſecrete. Lette vs, lette vs 
dye, we be but a fewe, better we 


haue 
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haue accoꝛdynge to our deſertes, 
tha our hole coũtrei to be bꝛought 
to rupne. O what a lozde is god, 
whom can a traytour truſt, whan 
one bꝛother is lo deſpzefull to vt- 
ter an others treaſon? yea whan Þ 
traytour hym ſelfe, no man com- 
pelling him, vttereth his own tre⸗ 
ſon? whom map we truſt, whã we 
out ſelues, deſyꝛe to diſcloſe oure 
ſelues ! Treſon can not lye longer 
hyd, thi while it ripeth foꝛ if it be 
ones melowe, the ſauour ſtreight, 
fo: the moſte parte bewꝛayeth the 
howzde. Geffrey hath nener bene 
taken fo any pleaſant oꝛ ſage tal- 
ker, his witte was wont to ſerue 
his tong but ſo ſo. I dare ſay, they 
that were the wiſelt of the kinges 
moſte honourable counſaple, dyd 
moch woder that day, to here him 


tel his tale, and m_ foz nothing 
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leſſe than that he ſhulde haue loo 
handlyd him ſelfe. God is a mer- 
uapllous god, he can make bothe 
whaͤn hym luſt, and whom he wol 
eloquct, wile, pithie. Be can make 
the tonges of the domme ſerue his 
elect, whan his wyl is. The Mar⸗ 
ques was ſtyffe at the barre, and 
ſtode faſte in deniall of moſt thin⸗ 
ges layd to his charge yet in ſome 
he fayled and ſtaggerde, in luche 
ſoꝛte, that all menne might le his 
countenance, to auouch that that 
his tonge could not without mo⸗ 
che foltring deny. But at the ſcaf- 
folde, whan he la we, mens othes, 
with a multitude of wytneſſes ta⸗ 
ken, and his ſturdy denyall not to 
ſaue his lyfe, he began eyther to 
way dyſhonour leſſe than he dyd 
at the barre, oꝛ els to thynke, that 
 diſhonour ſtandith in doing trat- 
trouſlp 
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trouſly, rather than in confeſſpng. 
of it, whan it is knowen to be ſo, 
deathe at hande, taught hym, and 
his felowes , to pꝛoupyde foz the 
ſafetie of their ſoules, and to leue 
the regarde of honour there on the 
ſcaffolde with their bodies. They 
dyd all the acknowledge theirof- 
fences towarde the kyng, and de⸗ 
ſyꝛed all men that were there pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, to pꝛay god to foꝛgyue them. 
They be gone, our lo2de, J truſte, 
which gaue them repentance, wol 
alſo take theym to his mercy, and 
yet faue their ſoules. The thynge 
they feared, ts come bppon them, 
they might not tary the tyme they 
plowed treaſon, they ſowed ſedy⸗ 
tion, noo meruaple yk they reape 
deathe. Wherkoe let vs, whyche 
in one houre haue eſcaped ſo ma⸗ 


ny (ozowes,ſo pꝛeſent r 
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ſo imminente milcheues, ſape as 
Judith ſayd, whan ſhe retourned 
with Holokernes his heed, in her 
lappe, Laude and pꝛayſe be giuen 
to the lozd,that toꝛſakeſt not them 
that put their truſt in the, Let him 
be glozifyed foz euer of vs, that 
bncalled is thus pꝛeaſt and redye 
to defend them, that were nygh the 
bzynke of pardicion, and ſawett 
not, vntyll he plucked them by the 
ſleue. Hitherto ye haue hrrde, how 
traitrouſly theſe vnnaturall trap⸗ 
tours entẽded, vou haue ſene how 
the goodnes of god as well nowe, 
aàs in many other thynges, hathe 
pꝛeſerued the kynges hyghnes, # 
bꝛought his enemies to ſhamekull 
death, now this thyng remaineth 
alone, what cauſe coulde moue 
them, that were ſo moche bounde 
to theyʒ loꝛde and mayſter, to = 
nto 
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into ſuche hozrible treaſons.Þelt- 
ueth not J dare ſap, that can fpnd 
any iuſte cauſe foz any ſubiecte to 

be a traytour to his ſouerapgne 
l92de. And J am well aſſured, all 
men, that haue any ſpot of hone⸗ 
ſtie in them, woll thynk theſe woz⸗ 
thye to be taken foꝛ traytotirs , pf 
they had but ones thoughte hurte 
vnto his perſone, ot whome they 
had receyued lo many benefltes . 
There is no cauſe, ⁊ vc? me thyu⸗ 
keth J find one, whiche although 
it be not iuſte, pet is it ot ſuche 
ſtrength and efficacye, that it can 
woꝛke almoſte no leſſe than it dyd 
in theſe. J ſay and thynke, who ſo 
euer is of they: opiniõ in matters 
of religyon, that he can loue the 
kynges hyghnes, no better than 
they dyd. Who loo is a papiſte, an 
ennemie to goddis woꝛde, he = 
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welllacke power, oz ſtomacke, to 
vtter treaſon, but he can not lacke 
a trayterous hart. hat ſo euer he 
be, that thynketh the byſhopp e of 
Nome ſupꝛeme heed of our church 
of Englande, can neuer beare the 
kynge ſuche an harte, as a trewe 
ſubiecte oweth his loucrayn lozd. 
No, Jſaye moze, he can in no caſe 
loue his highnes, he can nat chole 
but be a traytout. It is to be ſo⸗ 
rowed and lamented greatly, that 
noble men woll thus kondely caſt 
them (clues away, great wonder, 
greater pitie, and greateſt ſhame, 
that they, hauing the woꝛd of god 
in their owne tonge, woll not yet 
lerne, what a kynge is, and what 
a byſſhop, what lozdes owe vnto 
thone, and what they may requpze 
of thother. Mp purpoſe was to 


haue handled a good ſozte of pla- 
ces, 
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ces, whiche J haue gathered out 
of the ſeripture, # doctours both, 
making foꝛ the mayntenaunce of 
thekynges ſupꝛemytye, and alſo 
ſhakynge downe that arrogante 
and vſurped power of the byſſhop 
of Rome. J had ſoo done, but that 
Iſawe this boke,ſome what with 
the longeſt, and well percepued, Þ 
thother wold haue ben moch lon⸗ 
ger, then this is. J haue difkerred 
it fo: a while, but god wyllynge, Þ 
woll as ſone as J can, foz the ſer⸗ 
uice J owe vnto nobilitie, and the 
reſt my contrey men, followe that 
whiche god wyll pꝛycke me to, 
thoughe feble wyt and weake po⸗ 
wer dꝛa we neuer ſo faſt backe. In 
the meane ſeaſon, J humblye be 
ſeche all men, ſo to take theſe my 
labours, that Jmape with cou⸗ 
tage let vpon thother, —_ as 
tyep 
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they woll be moche greater, fomy Þ 
ttuſte is, they ſhall be moche moꝛe 

pꝛotytable. They mape ſo be, and 
ſhall ſo be, if it pleaſe hym, which 
woꝛketh all that well is wzought, 
vnto whom be all honour, al glo- 
rye, foz euer and euer. Amen.
